&xs were highly diſguſted: bur 1t wzs reſtor'd. by his Succef- 
for, Ic may be obſerv'd by the way, that with this PiQure is 
joyn'd another, expreffing rhe Maſſacre of the Proteſtants 
at Parts, in 1572. as if 1t were one of the molt glorious At- 
chievements that were ever done, for the honor and intereſt 
of the Roman See. 13. He ſends out a Bull in 1634. obliging 
all Biſhops ro Reſidence, the Cardinals themſelves nor ex- 
cepted ; whereupon theſe were diſtaſted, as loving to haye 
their eaſe, and tocarry on their intrigues at Kome, but he 
did it chiefly to rid himſelf from ſome Cardinals whom he 
found troubleſom. 1 3. #rban endeavors to promote the Ca- 
tholick Religion in E»g/ard, by the means of Roſſerti (who 
is now a Cardinal) and Coxve a Scotchman : bur his deſigns 
here had not a very grateful entertainment.

Clemency, to which his diſpoſition was utterly a ſtranger, were 
repreiv'd, as Capt. Mallory, Summer , and Allen, Onthe 
25 of Tune, Dunkirk, after a noble reſiſtance, in which their 
Governout the Marqueſs De Leyda was killed , and the en- 
tire defeat of the Spaniſh Army, (Which conduQted by Don Fohn 
the Prince of (3»de, Duke of York, the Marqueſs Caraceya, dee 
Gen'd to releive it ) being deliver'd upto the Fench, was ſoon 
after confign'd over to the Engliſh, Lockhart General of thoſe 
Engliſh Forces, who the year before tn purſuance of the League 
were ſent over to the Aid of the Frexcb King,taking poſleſſion of 
it in Cromwels name, by vertue of the ſaid Alliance, 

Having thus rid himſelf of ſome of his Enemies and dampt 
the courage of others,by their Executions,and placed a Garriſon 
1n his new acquelt at Dankizk;He ſoon after met with matter to 
diſturb all che joyhe took in thoſe Slaughters, or that ſucceſs,by 
the death of his beloved Daughter Elizabeth ,. the Wife of Mr. 
Cleypele ; andjafterwards a Tertian Ague ſeiz'd him at Hamptos 
Court; fo r the cure of winch, and the ready affiſtance of Phyfit- 
ans he removed to White- Hall, where after vain aſſurances by one 
of his falſe Prophets,-nd the deluſion of his own lying ſpiric,that 
God 1n return to the Prayers of his Saints, and for ſome far- 
therwork of Reformation tobe done by him would lengthen out 
his dates, He ended them on the Third of Seprember,a day which 
had been twice before auſpicious ro him, by making him viQori- 
ous ar Dunbar & Worcefler,and was now again a third time fortu- 
nate fo him,in preventing that ſhameful Exit our of this world, 
which molt expe&ed divine Providence in manifeſt _

This Nomination being approved by the Councel of the de«
